years, his arms folded and his head bow- 
ed on his breast.

unanimous opinion of all the lawyers who prac- 
tice in -he comf- held by Judge Irvine, as to 
I'lsiinvirnpctency. the petitioners added the testi- 
rnonv of both his a»?«ciafe judges in the coun- 
ties of Ad.-m-ani! York, the sheriff and officers 
of the court of York county, and two of the- 
commissioners of said i-oimtT 


1 ne only lawyer in the district who was cal- 


led by the respondent, and testified in his favor, 
was James Dobbin. Esq.. who is notoriously 
uitan.', and who. on his cross-examination be- 
fore the committee, gave law/eatable evidence 
of the derangement of his once fine intellect. 
The Hon. Charles A. Barnitz, the oldest mem- 
ber of the York bar, testified,among other thin-js, 
corrohorating the evidence on the part of the 
petitioners, thai '-from what I have observed 
constantly around me, members of ihe bar, as 
well as the public olhcers and others concerned 
in the administration of justice, I believe the 
confidence and respect which ought to be paid 
to the judicial oiiicer, has been lost. 1 mean, 
only in regard to the ability and competency of 
the Judge, and I am afraid lost never to he re- 
gained 
1 come here under a subpojna. and very 


reluctantly 
1 testify with great unwillingness, 


but I must say, that if Judge Irvine continues 
on the bench, fiom the impressions T have, I 
think his position will be extremely unhappy 
to himself as well as to his friend*, and can ef-* 
iect no useful purpose. 
I mean in the adminis- 


tration of justice." 
This venerable witness ex- 


plained and corroborated the Testimony of the 
members of the bars in the district, as to the^ 
aood feeling and kind disposition of the bar to- 
wards Judge Irvine, when he took his seat on 
the bench, and of their determination and efforts 
to assist him in the discharge of his duties 


The petitioners, further to sustain theircharge 


of incompetency atrainst Judge Irvine, laid be- 
fore your committee the records of several cases 
t lied before him. 
In one case they produced 


evidence that the juduehad got one of the coun- 
sel concerned in the trial, to write out his 
charge : in another, that he delivered one charge 
to the jury, and after the trial filed a diffeient 
one in the prothonotary's office; in another 
case, that he was first reading answers to cer- 
tain points put by counsel, and then would re- 
peat the points themselves, and when advised of 
his mistake, was relieved from his embarrass- 
ment by the counsel leading the points and the 
court responding alternately. 
In a case of hom- 


icide tried before his honor, in York, the testi- 
mony of Robert ,T. Fisher, Esq.. is that "the 
judge in his charge did not tell the jury what 
homicide was, nor what murder in th e first de- 
gree was, nor what murder in the second de- 
gree was. nor what manslaughter, voluntary or 
involuntary, was." 
And Henry Kramer, who 


was a juror in this case, testified, '-that some of 
them (ihpjury) mentioned that murder in the 
first ilegiee would bans a man, second degree 
would put him to the penitentiary. I have for- 
goTten how many yeais. and they said that man- 
slaughter would put a man to the penitentiary 
not less than five years. 
This was among the 


jurors after they had retired to 'heir room.— 
We then thought five vears punishment was 
too much for the defendant. 
We then dischar- 


ged him. 
1 heard a majority of the jurors say 


they would all like to punish him a little, but 
they thought five years too much.!: 
The evi- 


dence of Mr. Fisher, which wns corroborated 
by Mr. Stable, the prosecuting attorney in the 
case, and by ihe otb.pr counsel concerned, is 
slightly contradicted by Henry Sidle, another 
juror, and a witness on the part of the lespon- 
dent. who says, '-he (Judge Irvine) explained 
whar the punishment would he if we found him 
guilty." 
This latter witness also contradicted' 


the statement marie by Mr.KramPr, hisfellow- 
jm-or. in relation to what took place in the jury 
room. 


Jn the case of i>tj]tzbangh agairst Ruby's 


administrators, in the judge's charjje laid before 
the committee, then; an- alterations and addi- 
tions in a hand writing different from the body 
of the chaw. These Mr. Mayer, one of the 
counsel in the cause, testified had been written 
ar.ri made by him with the knowledge and con- 
sent of the judge 
No fraud is alleged in the 


decimation in this case, and the defendant's 
counsel contended that in the absence of such 
allegation, from the evidence given on the trial, 
ihere could be no recovery by the plaintiff! 
On 


this impoitant lesrnl point. Judge Irvine, in his 
charge to the jury, speaks as follows : '-If then 
YOU belip\e trom tbe evidence that ihere was 
tiriurl in tbe transaction on ihe part of the de- 
fesdanT, nnt) you think the rlcrlaraiion warrants 
yon tn rlo ?o. you w i l l find for the plaintiff 
1 


Thus in forrr.my words submitting the question 
oi the sufm-icricv of the declaration of the plain- 
Mil', to maintain his action, to the jury, for their 
judgment and deterrr.ination. 


A number of witnesses were produced and 


examined before your committee on the part of 
the respondent, some of v\ horn testified that they 
considered Judge Irvine a competent, good 
Judge: but most of those who spoke of his- 
competency qualified their opinion by saying- 
they were not lawyers, and not well qualified 
to speak of the legal qualifications of a ]tidge_ 
A number of witnesses were examined from 
different parts of the counties of York and Ad- 
ams by the respondent, who testified that Judge 
Irvine possessed the confidence of the comrmi- 
nity in which they resided. 
Others testified 


that they had been in court when Judge Irvine 
delivered his charges to the jury, and could hear 
and undeistand whvit he said. 


J his is the substance of the evidence given 


on the par; of the respondent, and instead of re- 
butting or overthrowing the mountain of tcsti- 
monv given on :he part of the petitioners, i\ is 
altogether reconcilable w i t h it. when we take- 
into view the different pursuits and localities 
of the persons who testify on one side and the 
other. 


Jt affords your committee great pleasure to 


state, that the witnesses on both sides concurin 
bearing testimony to the integriiy of character 
and the amiable disposition of Judge Irvine. 


The undersigned, after carefully reviewing 


am! compaiing the whole evidence, are of opin- 
ion ilia; the petitioners have sustained their alle- 
gation, ihat the Hon. Wm. N. Irvine, pres- 
ident judge of the nineteenth judicial district, is 
incompetent to discharge the duties of his office, 
by reason of his not possessing the requisite 
legal learning and mental and physical ability. 


They therefore most respectfully submit this 


report to the House of Representatives, by whom 
they were appointed to investigate the matter, 
accompanied with the following address to lhe 
Governor of this Commonwealth,
